Russian Rudeness, Suspicion 


Are Just a Phone Call Away

MOSCOW, Dec. 27.—There are 
about 6 phones for every 100 
persons in the Soviet Union, 
which is four times more than 
10 years ago. But although 
everyone here wants a phone, 
people and authorities still seem 
suspicious, even distrustful, of it. 

“Slushayou"—"I'm listening"— 
fs the standard way to answer its 
ring, It is a rude opener. Dis- 
plesced voices answering phones 
arc so common that the news- 
paner Evening Moscow this 
menth carried a plea for more 
pol.eness. “We try to be polite 
on the street to each other, why 
not on the phone?" the author 
Bsked. 

Besite the ordinary telephone 
miceness, there are “telephone 
hooligans.” The weekly maga- 
vine Nedelya, which urged a

Canadian Scholars Propose 


Move to ‘Conserver’ Society 
By Henry Giniger 


MONTREAL, Dev, 27 (NYT! .— 
A team of university researchers, 
after a two-year study financed 
by the Canadian government, is 
urging public acceptance of a 
“conserver" society instead of the 
present consumer society. 

The intellectua) resources of 
McGill and Montreal Universities 
—economists, scientists and phi- 
Josophers—were placed under con- 
tract to 14 federal departments 
and agencies to study what alter- 
atives Canada or any industrial 
Nation might have to the present 
system of continual growth in 
consumption and its accompany- 
ing intellectual poverty and 
Bquandering of resources, 

‘The study group of 16 research- 
ers proposed three possible out- 
lines for the future. representing 
increasingly radical departures 
from current society. 

The first, described as the most 
feasible. calls for “a change of 
behavior without a radical change 
in the value system” and entails 
“doing more with 1655." Indus- 
trial production and consumption 
would continue to srow but m a 
controlled and rationa] manner. 


The authors cite the following 
examples of how this could be 
accomplished : 

@ Renting instead of owning 
certain consumer goods that are 
used only part of the time. Asa 
result of organizing rentai periccis 
for such products as cars and 
summer and winter homes, ἃ Jarge 
muimber of people could use 4 
relatively limited number of goods. 
This would decrease demand for 
production and for resources and 
encourage durability of products. 


e Managing time more effi- 
ciently, Some roads are congested 
only at certain peak hours, and 
instead of constructing new high- 
ways to meet only occasignal 
demand, rearrangement of work 
days to make the working hows 
more ΠΕ οὶ. vould save mate- 
nals and energy. 


4 Adoption of techmoiagies thet 
avoid waste.

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Havens for Political Refugees 


The matching release of political prisoners 
by the Soviet Union. which let imprisoned 
dissident Viadimir Bukovsky go into exile, 
and Chile, which freed Luis Corvalan, 
leader of the Chilean Communist party, sets 
an extremely promising precedent, For the 
world 2s full of states—on the left like 
Russia. on the right like Chile—that incar- 
eernte dissenters and independent thinkers. 
Especially when. as in this case. the pfis- 
oners achieve a certain celebrity status, 
foreign demands for their liberty create real 
pressure on the governments that held them. 
They may be reluctant. however, either to 
release the prisoners back into their own 
societies, or to reiease them in a way that 
nourishes the charge that they have yielded 
to foreign demands. The obvious answer is 
to send the prisoners into a haven in exile. 
ond to mateh releases so that. for instance. 
tu save face in releasing a Bukovsky. Russia 
can claim that it has obtained the liberty 
of 3a Cuorvalan 

Tne United States acted as the go- 
berween in the Bukovsky-Corvalan releass. 
Chile now proposes a second pairing. 
this one involving Cuba. Since the United 
States does not keep up diplomatic relations 
with Havana, another go-between would 
have to be found. If somehow the principle 
of parallel release or mutual exchange got 
more firmly established, then it might be 
possible for an appropriate international or 
regional agency, say. the United Nations 
High Commissioner on Refugees or the Inter- 
governmental Committee for European 
Migration, to set up a regular service. Not 
just well-known prisoners but unknown 
dissenters could be drawn in We find it an 
exciting idea. and we commend the Soviet 
Union and Chile for setting a positive 
example. Other states should be encouraged 
to follow them. 


For such a policy to take deep root, 
however. there must be the assurance of 
alternative safe havens. Here the United 
States has done less than it could, True. 
this country has received large groups of 
refugees fleeing Communism in the last 
generation: 650,000 from Cuba, 30,000 from 
Hungary. We have been far stingier, 
however, toward victims of right-wing repres- 
sion. The private U.S. Committee for 
Refugees recentiy reported in respect to 
post-Allende Chile, for instance, that of 
3.600 refugees resettled internationally in 
1973. we took 2 and of 1,500 resettled in 
1974, we took none. tn the year ending last 


July, we accepted 182 heads of Chilean . 


households. In the same period. we resettied 
130,000 Vietnamese, 


This imbalance Is politically anachronistic 
and morally unseemly. To right it, Sen. 
Edward Kennedy, D-Mass., and Rep. Edward 
Koch. D-N.Y.. among others, have proposetl 
a change in the statutory definition of a 
refugee. The current definition emphasizes 
the plight of persons fleeing “from any 
Communtst or Communist-dominated 
country or area.” This cold-war bias should 
be ended Then the admitting of refugees 
from rightist regimes like Chile or the 
Philippines could become a matter of routine 
humanitarian practice, consistent with law, 
instead of remaining an occasion for political 
tugging and hauling In Washington. 


These ideas for harens do not exhaust 
what needs to be done to care better for 
the seemingly endless international supply 
of political prisoners and refugees. But they 
would make the world a somewhat more 
civilized place—no small feat to contem- 
plate at this season or any other.

Bugging Our Wards 


With the new U.S. administration prepar- 
ing to take over, the intelligence community 
has been sending out strong signals that it 
would like very much to be left alone. The 
gist of the message is that the intelligence 
agencies have been hit by such blizzards of 
directors, charges of ‘wrongdoing and 
shakeups that peaceful consolidation of all 
the recent reforms is badly needed. 

Then came the news of the CLA’s bugging 
Οἱ the Micronesians. 

The United States undertook administra- 
tive responsibility for Micronesia under a 
UN trusteeship following World War IT. 
Under that arrangement, Ὁ was obligated to 
move Micronesia toward “self-government 
and independence.” The developing Micro- 
nesian position concerning the future rela- 
tionship with the United States was deemed 
so important by the CIA that key Micro- 
nesian officials were made targets of secret 
taps and bugs, That operation is apparently 
being rationalized on the grounds that the 
United States ought to go slowly in giving 
up control of Micronesia because it might 
become the westernmost defense outpost in 
the event of the collapse of U.S. alliances 
with Korea, Japan and the Philippines, 

The State Department, apparently feeling 


Some obligation to Micronesia as well as ἃ 
sense of national honor, blew the whistle on 
the CIA by telling President Ford about the 
surveillance. But instead of simply shutting 
the operation down. the President referred 
the matter to the Department of Justice for 
a determination of its legality. 

The President missed the point. Though 
America’s obligation toward the United 
Nations as well as to the Micronesians was 
quite clear, the CIA decided to give U.S. 
negotiators an underhanded assist. As 
one Justice Department official said, “It's 
Uke bugging your children's telephone.” 

So it's not really all that clear that the 
Teforms have sunk in completely at the CIA, 
Somewhere in the world of dirty tricks 
policy-making, there has to be a voice that 
says, “Although we could do this. it js 
wrong. 50 we won't.” Contrary to current 
pleas from the intelligence community to 
be trusted without further interference, it 
appears that unfinished work still awaits 
Carter and his newly appointed head of the 
CLA, Theodore Sorensen, before these agencies 
can be considered broken of their bad habits 
of placing themselves above the law and 
governmental control.

ASHINGTON.—it is a season 

to think not only of the 
troubled in our midst but of the 
earth's afflicted peoples.

We have no current information 
on Cambodia from first-hand ob- 
servation by Western diplomats or 
journalists; they have been ex- 
cluded since the Khmer, Rouge 
took control of the country in 
April, 1975, But refugees, ques- 
tioned by experienced correspon- 
dents, repeatedly and convincingly 
paint the same picture: of ἃ 
crushed society living under con- 
ditions of terrifying brutality. 

The reports tell of whole popu- 
lations marched great distances, 
forced to work endless hours in 
the field, cruelly punished. some 
clubbed to death. And all of this 
happens at the orders of an un- 
seen, unknown, Kafkaesque lead- 
ership. 


Americans have particular rea- 
son to look on Cambodia and 
despair, For American policy and 
American bombs played a large 
part in bringing Cambodia to its 
present pathetic state. Tp say 
that is not to excuse the cruelties 
of the Khmer Rouge; nothing 
can do that. It is only fo recog- 
nize the heavy U.S. responsibility 
in the events that led to control 
of Cambodia by the faceless men 
of terror. 


Mostly Faded 


. The American role in Cam- 
bodia has mostly faded from our 
memory, tf indeed it was ever 
understood. But % has just been 
re-investigated and described in a 
way that compels understanding. 
Two weeks ago the Sunday Times 
of London published 2 detailed 
account of U.S. policy in Cam- 
bodia, 1969-75, by William Shaw- 
cross. It is a remarkeble piece 
of contemporary history — and 
painful reading for Americans who 
believe in their country’s ideals, 

Cambodia lived in a state of 
inglorious but relatively peaceful 
political compromise under Siha- 
nouk until 1969. Only a few 
thousand Communist imsurgents 
fought, ineffectually, against the 
government. Then Richard Nixon 
began secretly bombing the east~ 
ern border areas used by the 
North Vietmamese as staging 
areas. The Vietnamese forces re- 
sponded by moving déeper into 
Cambodia. The country’s delicate 
internal political balance was 
upset. 

In March, 1970. Sihanouk left 
for Moscow and Peking to see if 
they would hold the Vietmamese 
back. While away. he was over- 
thrown by Lon Nol. (Shaweross 
does not suggest any U.S. pert in 
the coup. Opposition to the Lon 
Noi regime moved the country 
quickly toward full-scale civil war. 


Crucial Question 

The crucial question was 
whether the polarization could be 
Stopped then—-and Cambodia saved 
from thé suffering of Vietnam 
aud Lacs.

JEW YORE (NYT).—Aliatair 
Copke’s solution was seogra- 
phy; Nora Ephron's was divorce;

They all write and al) love 
books and were asked, along with 
other bibliophiles. how they or- 
ganize their private Ubraries. 

Some. such as Dickey—the 
poet who broke through to prose 
with the novel “Deliverance"— 
achieve sanity and control over 
ther large collections with eon- 
ventional systems. These include 
alphabetizing by auther and 
grouping books under subjccts, 
Hationalities or periods. But 
S0me have found inventive ways 
that ordinary souls would never 
dream of to put their hands on 
the right books right away. 

Take Cooke, celebrated com- 
mentator and chronicler, in print 
and on television, of America 
and Britain. He is probably the 
only New Yorker who thinks οἱ 
his bookcase a5 a map of the 
United States. 


Americana 

His assemblage on America 
covers one entire wall of his 
Fifth Avenue study, with books 
on New England in the upper 
right corner, California down at 
the lower left and “Abe Lincoln 
in Illinois” anchoring the center. 

Or take Miss Ephron, Esquire 
columnist and feminist, The end 
of her first marriage and relief 
from Ubrary trauma came simul- 
tar-—usly. 

From college on, she spent 
“huge amounts of money and 
time” acquiring books so she 
would look well read.
